structure,  increased  testing,  training,  record-keeping  and 
staffing.  Other  amendments  will  require  modifications  to 
the  fuel  feed  system,  combustion  controls,  emission 
control  and  monitoring  and  residue-handling  systems. 
Fee  adjustments  will  be  $2  to  $3  per  ton  from  July  1, 1999 
through  December  21,  2000  and  $13  to  $17  per  ton 
beginning  January  1, 2001.  The  board  feels  this  increase 
was  inevitable  and  "there  is  no  choice  in  the  matter" 
according  to  Selectman  Denham. 

This  will  cause  an  approximate  $9,000  annual 
increase  in  accordance  with  the  standard  700  tons  of  waste 
produced  by  the  town  each  year.  Although  the  town  has 
received  several  awards  this  year  for  its  recycling 
programs,  Selectman  Denham  noted  there  is  still  so  much 
unrecyclable  trash  that  has  to  be  sent  to  SEMASS 
Selectman  Bemier  noted  that  they  were  aware  of  the 
suggested  changes  since  August,  but  unfortunately 
negotiating  was  not  an  option  in  the  end.  Ms.  Adams 
forwarded  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

With  no  appointments  to  come  before  the  board 
this  evening,  Ms.  Adams  reviewed  other  meetings  to  take 
place  this  week  including  a  discussion  to  be  held  with  Fire 
Chief  Scott  regarding  plans  for  the  installation  of  the  new 
town  oil  tank  facility.  The  board  agreed  that  a  plan  needs 
to  be  coordinated  to  determine  how  access  will  be 
available  for  town  vehicles  until  the  project  is  complete. 
Established  guidelines  will  be  drawn  up  in  the  event  of  a 
storm  for  plowing  and  fire  truck  access. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening 
at  7:20  pm.

Marion  Special  Town  Meeting 

December  1,  1998 
By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  for  the  Town  of  Marion 
was  called  to  order  at  7:30  pm  in  the  auditorium  of 
Sippican  School  by  Town  Moderator  David  Titus  having 
noted  the  presence  of  a  quorum.  An  estimated  160  voters 
gathered  to  consider  10  articles  on  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  warrant,  but  the  bulk  of  the  evening  was  spent 
haggling  over  a  measure  to  establish  a  tax  surcharge  on 
real  estate  property  to  fund  a  land  bank  for  the  purpose  of 
acquiring  and  protecting  open  space  in  the  town. 

Finance  Committee  (FinCom)  member  Lee  Hayes 
prefaced  the  meeting  by  explaining  that  the  town  has 
many  serious  budget  items  to  consider  in  the  years  ahead 
—  much  of  which  is  directly  related  to  growth.  "Our 
revenue  increases  about  6  percent  each  year,  but  our 
expenses  rise  at  a  rate  of  about  8  percent,"  Mr.  Hayes  said. 
"The  three  biggest  areas  which  affect  the  tax  rate  are 
growth,  people  costs,  and  federal  and /or  state 
requirements." 

Mr.  Hayes  also  listed  several  "pending  projects" 
which  could  have  major  implications  on  the  tax  rate, 
among  them:  renovation  and  expansion  of  Sippican 
School,  renovations  to  ORR  High  School,  improvements 
to  the  Police  Department,  and  improvements  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW). 

"All  of  these  will  have  a  significant  impact  on  our 
taxes,"  Mr.  Hayes  said.  "The  majority  of  our  spending 
increases  are  related  to  growth  ...  that's  the  reason  your 
taxes  went  up  7  percent  over  the  last  two  years." 

Selectmen  Chairman  Albert  Winters  introduced 
ARTICLE  SI,  which  asked  voters  to  establish  the 
aforementioned  land  bank  fund  by  charging  a  3  percent 
surcharge  on  assessed  real  estate  property  annually  for 
the  next  15  years  with  an  annual  cap  of  2  1/2  percent  of 
the  previous  year's  surcharge.  The  measure  would  collect

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a  total  of  $4.4  million  over  that  period  and  also  establish  a 
five-member  elected  board  to  oversee  the  acquisition  of 
open  space  property  with  the  money  collected. 

Based  on  an  average  tax  bill  of  $2,700,  residents 
would  be  assessed  $81  each  year  if  the  proposal  passed  as 
written. 

Though  the  sentiment  of  most  voters  seemed  to 
be  in  favor  of  the  proposal,  many  taxpayers  were 
reluctant  to  approve  the  3  percent  surcharge.  "The  3 
percent  charge  is  an  increase  in  taxes,"  said  Harry 
DaSilva.  "I'm  in  favor  of  the  Land  Trust ...  but  I  think 
there  are  other  means  to  acquire  open  space."

"I  feel  3  percent  is  pretty  high,"  agreed  Helen 
Thatcher.  "I  feel  1  percent  would  be  a  good  starting  point 
for  the  first  year." 

Resident  Joseph  Zora  Jr.  was  also  concerned  about 
the  breakdown  of  the  prospective  acreage  and  the  fact 
that  the  Sippican  Lands  Trust  —  a  private  entity  —  would 
be  involved  in  the  process.  "When  we  talk  about 
partnerships,  we  need  to  understand  what  they  are,"  Mr. 
Zora  said. 

Horace  "Hod"  Kenney  of  the  Sippican  Lands 
Trust  explained  that  the  projected  goal  of  acquiring  2,200 
acres  of  open  space  out  of  the  town's  total  9,000  acres  was 
based  on  surveys  taken  in  1996.  "We  came  up  with  24 
percent  based  on  a  scientific  survey  of  town  residents," 
Mr.  Kenney  said.  "Cape  Cod  recently  passed  a  land  bank 
measure  with  a  goal  of  33  percent  open  space  ...  and 
Nantucket  is  increasing  to  40  percent  " 

Mr.  Kenney  also  explained  that  the  total  amount 
of  projected  open  space  includes  property  already 
acquired  by  the  state  and  Sippican  Lands  Trust.  "Right 
now,  the  town  has  243  acres  of  open  space  with  a  goal  of 
880  acres  ...  that  means  it  needs  about  640  acres,"  he  said. 
"The  state  has  set  a  goal  of  10  percent,  or  220  acres  ...  they 
are  already  120  acres  with  conservation  restrictions;  and 
the  Sippican  Lands  Trust  has  acquired  460  acres  of  its  650-

acre  goal  (30  percent)  and  only  has  190  to  go." 

Resident  Joseph  Zora  Sr.  was  in  favor  of  the  land 
bank  proposal,  but  didn't  like  the  15-year  time  limit. 
"Why  not  set  it  at  five  years  for  now?"  he  asked.  "We've 
got  a  potential  $130  million  lawsuit  against  (the  ORR 
School  District)  and  the  impact  could  be  devastating  to 
the  three  towns.  This  way,  we  can  reevaluate  the  school 
situation  in  five  years  and  plan  from  there." 

"I  agree  ...  I  think  3  percent  is  too  high,"  said  Ted 
Pratt.  "We've  got  some  big-ticket  items  to  consider." 

"I'm  not  100  percent  sure  that  this  is  the  way  to  go 
—  or  that  the  land  bank  is  even  a  good  idea,"  said  Bob 
Gibbons.  "By  trying  to  manage  growth  by  taxing  it  this 
way,  growth  is  just  going  to  go  somewhere  else." 

Finally,  resident  Eunice  Manduca  moved  to 
amend  the  article  to  a  1  percent  surcharge  over  the  next  5 
years  —  a  motion  which  was  marginally  defeated,  100 
against  to  91  in  favor. 

After  Ted  Pratt  moved  to  reconsider  the 
amendment,  stressing  that  this  was  the  only  "doable 
option"  to  get  the  Land  Bank  measure  up  and  running, 
voters  again  debated  both  the  surcharge  rate  and  time 
limit. 

Resident  Carol  Sanz  made  another  motion  to 
amend  the  previous  amendment  to  set  the  surcharge  at  2 
percent  for  a  period  of  five  years.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

November  30,  1998

A  brief  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  November  30 
at  6:00  pm  by  Chairman  Richard  D.  Cutler.  Also  present 
were  Selectman  Naida  Parker,  Selectman  Patricia  Ryan, 
Executive  Secretary  James  Huntoon,  and  Administrative 
Assistant  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

The  board  met  with  Attorneys  Everett  Marder 
and  Leonard  Kopelman  of  the  law  firm  of  Kopelman  and 
Paige,  PC.  to  discuss  their  past  service  as  Town  Counsel 
to  Rochester  and  to  consider  future  arrangements.  The 
board  has  had  previous  interviews  with  other  law  firms 
who  have  expressed  interest  in  serving  as  Town  Counsel. 
Kopelman  and  Paige  were  first  contracted  as  Town 
Counsels  for  Rochester  some  six  and  a  half  years  ago, 
according  to  Mr.  Kopelman. 

The  board  wanted  to  discuss  some  concerns  they 
had  with  recent  legal  opinions  rendered  by  the  firm.  "One 
of  the  problems  I  had  was  when  I  was  on  the  Finance 
Committee  ...  we  had  some  difficulty  with  the  wording  of 
articles  on  the  (Town  Meeting)  warrant,"  Selectman  Ryan 
said.  "I  think  the  town  was  naive  in  its  expectations  of 
how  the  (legal)  process  worked.  I  think  there  was  a  lack  of 
communication  ...  (your  firm)  got  word  that  we  had  a 
limited  budget  and  you  did  exactly  what  we  asked  you.  I 
would  have  assumed  that  Town  Counsel  would  review  all 
the  articles  on  the  Town  Meeting  warrant ...  but  that

wasn't  specified." 

Both  Mr.  Kopelman  and  Mr.  Marder  agreed  that 
mistakes  were  made,  and  they  vowed  to  do  better  in  the 
future.  "We  deal  with  towns  in  two  different  ways,"  Mr. 

"Towns  usually  send  us  the  Town  Meeting 
warrant  in  draft  form  and  we  review  them.  We  were 
getting  your  warrant  in  near-complete  form  ...  and  it  was 
ready  to  go  before  voters.

Both  Mr.  Marder  and  Mr.  Kopelman  suggested 
that  with  a  full-time  Executive  Secretary  position  in  place, 
the  channels  of  communication  between  the  board  and 
Town  Counsel  have  improved.  "For  a  long  time,  there  was 
no  Executive  Secretary  or  Town  Administrator  in 
Rochester,"  Mr.  Marder  said.  "I  think  now  communication 
has  improved  tremendously." 

"With  the  exception  of  the  problems  I  inherited, 
(Kopelman  and  Paige)  have  been  extraordinarily 
responsive  and  quick,"  Mr.  Huntoon  agreed. 

Mr.  Kopelman  noted  that  the  firm  is  expanding 
their  client  base  to  include  many  area  municipalities.

purchase  a  parcel  of  land  and  construct  a  new  combined 
police  and  fire  facility  for  the  town. 

Although  the  majority  of  residents  agreed  there 
was  a  need  for  a  new  public  safety  building  in  town  —  or 
at  the  very  least  a  new  police  station  —  many  were 
concerned  about  the  high  price  tag. 

"Though  we  recognize  there  is  a  definite  need  for 
a  public  safety  facility,  there  are  other  needs  which  need 
to  be  addressed,"  said  meeting  moderator  and  former 
Selectman  Harry  Brown.  "Some  of  the  other  projects 
coming  down  the  pike  include  an  ORR  High  School 
expansion,  Town  Hall  renovations,  additional  money  for 
the  Recreation  Committee's  work  on  Dexter 's  Lane,  a  new 
senior  center,  and  potential  legal  suits  against  (the  ORR 
School  District)  and  the  Town  of  Rochester." 

Some  residents  were  bothered  by  the  $250,000 
included  in  the  price  to  acquire  a  parcel  of  land  for  the 
facility  and  suggested  that  the  town  should  use  land 
already  in  its  possession.  "I'm  still  wondering  why  we're 
not  using  the  land  on  Dexter 's  Lane,"  said  Tom  Medeiros. 
"The  property  was  originally  intended  to  be  used  for  a 
Town  Hall,  Public  Safety  Building,  and  Senior  Center  ... 
now  it's  nothing  but  ball  fields.  It  seems  to  me  that  if 
we're  going  to  buy  more  land,  we  should  use  that  space." 

Selectmen  Chairman  Richard  Cutler  explained 
that  site  was  not  considered  because  of  the  problems  it 
would  cause  in  getting  fire  apparatus  in  and  out,  as  it  is  a 
dead-end  street. 

Former  Selectman  Michael  Murphy  disagreed 
with  the  idea  of  combining  the  police  and  fire 
departments  into  one  facility.  He  suggested  a  separate 
police  station  should  be  pursued,  or  even  a  regional  police 
station  sponsored  jointly  with  Mattapoisett. 

"You  might  want  to  regionalize  the  police  stations 
and  save  a  lot  of  money,"  Mr.  Murphy  said.  "You'd  have 
the  same  number  of  police  officers  and  you'd  be  able  to

get  funding  from  the  state.  My  own  personal  opinion  is 
the  police  and  fire  stations  should  be  separate." 

But  Selectman  Cutler  said  by  using  shared  locker 
room  facilities  in  the  public  safety  building,  the  town 
would  be  saving  money.  "It  makes  more  sense  to  share 
locker  room  space,"  he  said.  "It  would  cost  more  money 
to  build  two  separate  buildings." 

At  press  time  the  issue  was  about  to  go  before 
voters.  As  you  read  this,  Rochester  residents  will  have 
either  approved  or  rejected  the  $3.25  million  proposal 
which  required  a  simple  majority  vote.

The  most  common  problem  in  guinea  pigs  is  scurvey, 
which  is  caused  by  a  Viatmin  C  deficiency.  Your 
guinea  pig's  signs  are  consistent  with  this  natural  dis- 
order. 

How  can  I  prevent  my  guinea  pig  from  developing  scurvey? 

1.  Purchase  small  bags  of  pellets.  Vitamin  C  only  lasts 
in  pellets  for  3  months  from  the  time  they  are  manu- 
factured. 

2.  Supplement  his  diet  with  vegetables  that  are  rich  in 
Vitamin  C  such  as  peppers,  kale  and  dandelion  leaves. 

3.  Suppliment  his  diet  with  Vitamin  C  drops  that  are 
made  for  children.  50  mg  per  day  is  safe.

morning  and  afternoon  workshops  added  emphasis  to 
many  of  the  planning  issues  identified  earlier  in  our 
community  participation  work  and  we  are  now  ready  to 
move  forward  in  preparing  the  draft  plan." 

In  the  morning  sessions,  participants  formed  six 
working  groups  to  focus  on  community  values,  concerns 
and  vision  statements.  A  consensus  vision  resulted  which 
prioritized  maintenance  of  the  unique  characteristics  of 
the  small  town  community  and  preservation  of  its  key 
cultural  and  natural  assets,  acknowledged  importance  of 
diversity,  and  recognized  the  need  to  plan  for  and  manage 
the  inevitable  growth  and  change  that  the  community 
would  face  in  the  future.  In  the  afternoon  session, 
participants  formed  six  new  working  groups  focusing  on 
the  harbor  and  waterfront,  public  facilities  needs, 
economic  development  and  Route  6,  the  village 
neighborhood,  water  and  sewer  service  issues,  and  open 
space  and  recreation.  The  groups  worked  to  define  these 
issues  and  examine  alternative  ways  of  approaching  these 
areas  of  planning  concern  via  the  master  plan. 

Chairman  Cole  explained  that  with  this 
community  input,  the  committee  and  their  consultant, 
Peter  Kortright  of  Horizon  Planning  Group,  have 
established  a  comprehensive  schedule  and  work  plan 
between  now  and  June,  their  self-imposed  deadline  for 
completing  the  Master  Plan.  "In  order  to  respect  the 
overwhelming  sense  of  the  community  that  we  must 
strive  to  protect  and  preserve  a  wide  range  of  community 
assets  and  natural  resources,  we  will  begin  our  planning 
work  by  literally  mapping  these  objectives  and 
identifying  'areas  unsuitable  for  development,'"  Ms.  Cole 
said.  This  work  and  the  results  of  the  buildout  analysis 
are  to  be  the  topics  of  a  meeting  on  December  14. 

In  January,  the  committee  will  focus  on 
identifying  areas  suitable  fo|  development  of  various 
types  including  housing,  commercial,  industrial, 
institutional  development  and  will  place  special  focus  on 
both  the  village  and  waterfront  districts  and  the  future  of 
Route  6.  These  meetings  are  tentatively  scheduled  for 
January  4  and  19,  and  February  1. 

On  February  8  and  22,  the  committee  hopes  to  re- 
evaluate the  growth  implications  of  these  preliminary 
planning  decisions  and  will  begin  to  examine  the  fiscal 
impacts,  infrastructure  requirements  and  capital  planning 
possibilities  for  accommodating  the  resulting  growth 
patterns.  Adjustments  may  then  be  considered  in  the 
future  land  use  proposals  to  more  realistically  fit  the 
projected  capabilities  of  the  town  to  support  this  growth. 

On  March  8  and  22  and  April  5,  the  focus  will 
shift  to  the  all-important  work  of  adopting 
implementation  strategies  which  can  be  supported  by  the 
community  and  which  are  likely  to  get  the  job  done.  This 
will  include  land  use  and  design  controls,  resource 
protection  strategies,  administrative  capacity  and  budget 
issues,  and  the  need  for  expanded  community 
partnerships  and  initiatives.  A  draft  Master  Plan  will

follow  by  late  April. 

Chairman  Cole  explained  that,  given  the 
resources  available  to  the  committee,  much  of  this  work 
will  be  done  by  members  of  the  Master  Plan  Committee 
with  help  from  their  consultant  and  that  each  meeting  — 
generally  held  on  Monday  at  7:00  pm  in  the  Mattapoisett 
Town  Hall  —  will  be  open  to  the  public.  Ms.  Cole  went  on 
to  note  that  members  of  the  community  are  welcome  to 
assist  the  committee  members  and  attend  and  participate 
in  the  committee  meetings  where  the  planning  decisions 
will  be  formulated.  Furthermore,  the  committee  will 
regularly  publish  working  drafts  of  the  plan  as  they 
proceed  through  this  schedule  for  review  by  the  Planning 
Board,  other  town  boards  and  committees,  and  the 
general  public  —  and  that  several  special  public 
information  meetings  will  be  conducted  to  ensure  that  the 
plans  were  understood  and  acceptable  to  the  community. 
Following  public  acceptance,  the  Planning  Board  would 
consider  adopting  the  plan.

■  A  Bug's  Life.  With  the  voices  of  Dave  Foley,  Julia  Louis- 
Dreyfus,  and  Kevin  Spacey.  Directed  by  John  Lasseter.

Perhaps  A  Bug's  Life  would  play  better  if  if  hadn't  come  so  soon 
after  Antz,  but  not  much  better.  Though  the  films  were  clearly 
developed  and  made  around  the  same  time,  this  new  Disney/Pixar 
animated  feature  almost  feels  like  a  copy  of  the  earlier  DreamWorks 
movie.  A  Bug's  Life  has  the  same  wisecracking  dialogue,  the  same 
basic  plot  (a  wimpy  ant  helps  his  colony  defeat  a  vicious  tyrant, 
though  here  the  villain  is  a  grasshopper  instead  of  a  military  ant),  a 
similar  look,  a  comparable  theme  (in  both,  an  evil  character  says 
something  like  "Ideas  are  dangerous"),  even  some  of  the  same  gags. 
And,  like  Antz,  this  film  doesn't  even  have  musical  numbers  —  a 
surprising  departure  for  Disney  animated  movies. 

The  problem  is  that,  even  if  Antz  didn't  exist,  A  Bug's  Life  would 
still  be  eye-catching  but  immediately  forgettable.  This  is  the  second 
feature  by  John  Lasseter,  who  directed  Disney/Pixar's  wildly  popular 
Toy  Story,  which  left  me  cold.  Halfway  through/!  Bug's  Life,  I  began 
to  yearn  for  the  relative  simplicity  of  Toy  Story.  The  movie  is  always 
teeming  with  movement  and  color,  but  you  never  quite  forget  that 
the  insect  heroes  are  ready-made  toys.  The  characters  in  Antz  were 
like  wiry  action  figures;  the  Bug's  Life  menagerie  are  more  like 
Beanie  Babies. 

The  hero  is  Flik  (voice  by  ttewsRadio's  Dave  Foley),  a  dreamer 
whose  schemes  don't  impress  his  fellow  ants,  who  are  too  busy 
gathering  food  for  seasonal  offerings  to  the  fascistic  grasshoppers. 
Led  by  the  malicious  Hopper  (Kevin  Spacey,  whose  voice  work  here 
lacks  his  usual  deadpan  cool),^he  grasshoppers  have  terrorized  the 
ants  into  keeping  them  well-fed.  Flik  has  an  idea:  He'll  leave  the 
colony  and  search  for  bigger  bugs  to  help  the  ants  fight  their 
oppressors.  He  finds  a  group  of  rowdy  critters  he  thinks  are  warrior 
bugs,  but  are  actually  circus  performers:  a  black  widow  (Bonnie 
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Hunt),  a  macho  ladybug  (Denis  Leary,  not  as  funny  as  you'd  expect), 
a  plump  and  bumbling  caterpillar  (Joe  Ranft),  and  so  on. 

What  follows  is  all  very  cutesy  and  lightweight,  without  the 
verbal  wit  of  Antz  or  the  visual  splendor  of  James  and  the  Qiant 
Peach.  The  landscapes,  framed  in  ostentatious  widescreen  (for  a 
movie  about  bugs?),  are  exquisitely  detailed,  and  a  few  of  the 
touches  have  comic  ingenuity.  But  again,  as  with  Toy  Story,  I  felt 
both  locked  out  of  the  narrative  and  locked  inside  the  claustrophobic, 
untouched-by-human-hands  look  of  the  movie.  John  Lasseter  doesn't 
really  create  a  world  and  let  you  enter  it.  He  programs  a  world  and 
then  surrounds  you  with  it,  aggressively. 

The  plot,  involving  the  creation  of  a  fake  bird  meant  to  scare  the 
grasshoppers  away,  leads  nowhere.  It's  as  if  the  moviemakers 
needed  a  way  to  get  the  other  ants  involved  in  their  own  destiny  — 
otherwise  this  is  a  movie  about  characters  who  can't  handle  their 
problems  and  have  to  recruit  outside  forces.  (Nobody  points  out 
that,  having  been  scared  off,  the  grasshoppers  will  probably  come 
back  again.)  A  Bug's  Life  doesn't  merit  much  enthusiasm  or 
indignation;  it  just  skitters  across  your  consciousness,  leaving  no 
traces  except  a  vague  depression.  A  lot  of  people  put  in  a  lot  of  hours 
on  this,  and  for  what?  The  movie  will  certainly  sell  toys  and 
hamburgers,  but  it  won't  endure  as  a  work  of  fantasy.  For  that,  it 
needs  a  vision  that  extends  beyond  the  Disney  boardroom.
